ponding Bgure of 1913 and ($9,700 more people were employed in the 
rornes., . 
The average yearly earnings per person increased from £82 to 
£232, being an increase of 183 percent, whrreas the cast of liviag in- 
creased by 152 percent. The average wages—cpst per ton—rose from 
6s. 44. to 26s. whila ¢oa: exports fell from 97,000,002.tons in 1913 to 
$9,000,000 tons in 1920, The direct-toss, inclusive of depreciation, 
debenture interest, and owners” standard profits, for March 1921 was 
at the rate of £83,000.000 annually.

British subjects have been 
menaced we have always been 
fortunate in having men gut 
thera who have handled de- 
licate and difficult situations with 
conrage and tact. It will 
ot ba uninteresting, therefore, 
ta have our memories refreshed 
as tothe varied tasts which come 
within the day’s work of these 
British representatives in a far- 
off country. We are reminded, in’ 
the ffrst place, that the fact that 
British residents in China enjoy 
the privileges of extra-territoria- 
lity makes the position of thé 
British Consnt a far more import~ 
ant and responsible one than in 
most other countriss, aad brings 
him into closer touch with bis 
nationals than ia the case in 
Enrope or America. The Consul 
is, apart from his ordinary not- 
arial and shipping duties, a a judge, 
a diplomat, and a oommercial 
agent, all rolled into one, and, 
roure particularly in the remoter 
ports, be also acts as the tamily 
solicitor, institutes searches for 
Idng-lost relatives, comppses, or 
andezvours to compo-e, matri- 
monial differences, and generally 
advises as tn the sattlaman.t of 
disputes among the locat British 
community. In places where 
thers are British concessions the 
Consn} is Chairman of the 
Municpal -Council, amd at times 
Secretary and Town Clerk as well, 
As regards his diplomatic fune- 
ons, the Consul acts. as the 
-epresentative of the Lega- 
ion. and indirectly . of the 
in all 
vegotiations ‘with provincial 
anthoritics, add-in this capactty 
he hes, at times, set his signatore 
to international agreements, and 
has acted os peacemaker between 
warring Caine-e factions. It 
may safely be said, observes the 
vriter, tbat there is nota single 
British commercial entezprise in 
| China at the presentday which 
does not rely on the British 
Legatio and the British Consuls 
all over China for. assistance in 
the difficulties. Which constantly 
{crop up witb provincial and 
loca! Chinese officia's. This is 
a consideration which is not 
-always borne in mind by those 
who criticise the work’ of the 
British Consular Service in China. 
Again, in the event of disturb 
ances, which frequently cccur. in 
different parts of China, he is 
called upon to act promptly, muat 
be regardless of his personct 
safety, and, if need be, take 
decisions which may involve the 
sacrifice of lives both Chinese and 
foreign. Itis, bappily, thetradition 
of the Service to do these t lings 
in the course cf the day’s work. 
British merchants and mano- 
factorers are fally aware of the 
usefn} fonctions which th» 
!Consul fulfils in regard to trad- 
in China, where, in his capacitr 
as commercial agent be acts e- 
a link between the manufacturer 
and merchant in the United 
Kingdom end the Chinese con- 
sumer. Finally, the article 
refers to the social side of "a 
Consul’s life in Chine, and thi 
place he takes in his lucal com 
munity. Geverally speaking, th-

which others have trodden before, 
Japanese, particolarly in its writ- 
ten form, is probably as difficult 
a language as exists in the worl’, 
yet bard work and patience will 
meet with their reward. It may 
be mentioned aS an encouraze- 
ment “to the beginner, that the 
three most brilliant acholars of 
Japanese so far bave been Eng- 
lishmen, and that two of them 
started their careers as student 
interpreters in Japan. In tkesa 
modern-days there are few, if 
any opportanities for romance 
or adventure. Indeed,. on tne 
whole, an official's existence is 
io meny ways as humdrum as 
though .he lived. in. Bayswater, 
aod certainly as. well ‘ordered. 
The writer concludes somewhat; 
dolefolly by saying that, 
the Japan Consular Service offers 
50 Jack of opportunity for useful

Such an arrangement in 
coslmines would make central 
control impossible; and accord- 
ingly for some tim: past each 
msn has been paid in proportion 
not to what ha himself did, but 
to what had been done on the 
average of all mines in England, 
Scotland, and Wales. 

On this basis there was claarly | 
nochance of promotion for any 
man by bis own effort. No man 
could use the nataral oppertuna- 
ities of advancement offered by 
his own ability or hia owa mine. 
He had ta depend on the advauce- 
ment of the whole industry by 
some step which evidently, if it 
was earned at all, must ba too 
high in one mine or district and 
too low in avother. Neither his 
own oeffor's nor those of . his 
managers could:hetp him. 

The result bas been evident; 
bat what is sometimes overlook- 
ed is that the circumstances 
which produced that result are 
precisely what the men's guides 
had designed. Though it meant 
that every advance bad to be db- 
tained by the topsy-turvy method 
of driving the thick ead of the 
wedge fore-most, it-helped to pre- 
vent workers from depending on 
themselvas and their works. It 
threw them more completely 
under the control of thosa who 
were guiding the industrial move 
ment. - 

POWER OF DOMINANT MINORITY. 

This infloence owes its fanda- 
mental strength to force. 3fen 
know that their lodge has con- 
trol over their chance of benefits, 
ond the large-majority, who are 
not prepared to’ contest lodge 
politics, take this contro} as a 
matter of course, amd abide by it. 
Thus established, the view of 
whatever may locaily be the 
dominant minority becomes a 
public opinion among members, 
and sometimes stampedes men 
without a formal vote to behave 
as though there had bean 2 
spontanecas public opinion.

Australia and China. 


Our Australian friends rightly 
concern themselves with matters 
Chinese. though we think that 
when Sir William Cook, the 
Acting Premier, .said that the 
Commonwealth Government as 
far as possible favoured sabscrib- 
ing to the Hay doctrine of Chinese 
intogrity and independence, he 
did not add a very great deal to 
present day problems. Lots of 
countries might subscribe to the 
Hay doctrine without ‘altering 
things one iots. Australia haga 
much bigger interest in China 
and the Chinese than the mere 


particularly so. When the war lords first gathered, at 
Tientsin. it was given cut that they would support the 
existing Ministry. possibly with a few changes.

Apparently discouraged by the first pourparlers, the 
Premier, Chin Yun-peng resigned. but a new Cabinet’ was 
immediately announced under the same Premier.

of men of letters}; Lord Morley, 
famous ‘the world over for his 
graphic studies-in French his-

These very notable writers 
were living when the great ones 
first noticed occupied the literary 
platforin, and in that sense were 
contemporaries ; but they did not 
attain their meridian till the later 
Victorian period, but they may 
well be Dumbered smong 
the Great -Victorians.
